WASHINGTON — Prof. A. A. 
Michelson, Nobel prize winner, has 
' reduced the niargin of error in meas- 
uring the speed of light—which tra- 

vels 186,000 miles a second—from 

60 or 80 miles a second, to 1 mile. 

Professor Michelson announced this 

step while here to discuss his recent 

work before the Optical Society of 

America. Another notable experi- 
ment is his repetition of the Michel- 
' gon-Morley experiment on ether drift, 
which gave the starting point for 
Einstein's theory of relativity. 

Professor Michelson told the result 
of his light-speed experiment prior to 
his major address to the Optical So- 
ciety. The apparatus for the meas- 
urement was erected at Mt. Wilson 
Observatory, in California, and con- 
-sisted of an octagonal mirror, rotat- 
ed 530 times a second, from which 
beams of light are sent off 22 miles 
to a stationary reflecting mirror, 
which shoots the beams back. 

The return beam takes a barely 
perceptible time to make its return, 
and strikes a new place on the re- 
volving mirror. By calculating the 
speed of the rotation and distance, 
the time of the light ray’s round trip 
has been determined with almost 
complete accuracy. 

Ether Theory Breaks Down 


Speaking of his second experi- 
ment, dealing with the speed of light 
and ether, Professor Michelson said: 
“I am simply an experimentalist and 
determine the facts, and let philoso- 
phers determine the theory and in- 
terpret results. In one particular, as 
revealed by my experiment, the ether 
theory of a universal substance per- 
vading all matter breaks down. 
Einstein deduces from this that the 
whole ether theory is erroneous.

“We have not conquered the ocean 
yet,” said the commander. Dr. Ecke- 
ner described the trip of the airship 
at a banquet in honor of the crew 
tendered by the Zeppelin Corporation. 
On the eastward flight, one gale was 
encountered which would have torn 
the airship asunder if he had con- 
tinued at high speed, he _ said. 
Disaster was averted only when the 
motors were throttled down to a 
minimum. 

A second gale encountered off the 
coast of Europe was not much less 
severe than the first storm over New- 
foundland, Dr. Eckener said. 


“I did not sleep a wink all that 
night,” he continued. “But the navi- 
gation of the ship never failed for 
an instant. 

“Of course, the airship rose some- 
what, but you should have seen the 
ships below, tossing like corks and 
with their decks awash.” 

Dr. Eckener recounted how he had 
suddenly seen below him a curious 
looking object. He first took this to 
be a fog formation, then he decided 
it was a cloud. A moment later he 
was astonished to discover that the 
airship was over the cliffs of New- 
foundland. This, he said, despite hav- 
ing taken a course several hundred 
miles to the southeast. 

“When we saw those mountains of 
ice underneath us,” he continued,

University of Texas Professor, Who With His Bride 
Toured Europe on It 32 Years Ago, Gives

AUSTIN, Tex.—A story of a Euro- 
pean tour made by a young American 
college “grad” and his bride 32 years 
ago on “a bicycle built for two” has 
come to light in the presentation of 
the tandem to the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, Washington. : 
The donors are Goldwin Gold- 
smith, head of the department of 


architecture at University of Texas, 
and Mrs. Goldsmith, who are happy 
to have found a fitting abiding place 
for their metal steed for which they 
naturally have strong attachment. 
The tandem has been placed in a 
hall adjacent to a room where rests 
the Spirit of St. Louis which took 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh in his 
flight over the Atlantic. 

Automobiles were still very much 
of a curiosity when, in 1896, Goldwin 
Goldsmith finished his studies at 
Columbia University and sailed for 
France with Mrs. Goldsmith, a 
descendant of John Alden and Pris- 
cilla on both sides of her family. 
As both the travelers were tall (Mr. 
Goldsmith boasts “six feet four’), 
the tandem they took was built two 
inches higher than stock size. 

The adventurers joined the Tour- 
ing Club de France and made Paris 
their headquarters. Now let Mr. 
Goldsmith continue the narrative: 

“We toured the Loire Valley and 
circled around the north of Paris, 
visiting Soissons, Laon, Rheims, 
Amiens, Beauvais, Coucy-le-Chateau, 
Pierrefonds. Then I studied in Paris 
until February, when we again took 
our tandem and went to Basle, 
Lucerne and other places in Switzer- 
land, rode the ‘Axenstrasse’ along 
the east bank of Lake Lucerne; took 
the train through the St. Gothard 
tunnel to Milan. 

“In Italy we took in the main archi- 
tectural centers, riding the tandem 
in the little known streets of Venice, 
joining in the carnival in Florence 
with the moon shining on Giotto’s 
tower above us; and riding the Via 
Sacra in Rome, and in the Colosseum. 
We returned via the Riviera, Mar- 
seilles and Lyons to Paris. 

“On our visit to Pierrefonds, the 
great chateau partly demolished by 
Mazarin and restored by Viollet-le- 
duc, we climbed the tortuous path 
leading to the entrance to _ the 
chateau and rode across the draw- 
bridge into the courtyard where the 
Lord of Pierrefonds in his suit of 
armor sat on his caparisoned horse 
before the courtyard entrance to the 
chateau. The concierge was hugely 
delighted, explaining to us that this 
was the first bicycle ever seen by the 
Lord of the Chateau.’ And we, with 
our metal steed, paid homage to him

French Opinion 
Cordiatin Its 
Response to Ital 


Friendly Manifestations Pro- 
duced by Sentiments Ex- 
pressed at Rail Opening

PARIS—Inauguration of a railroad 
at the Franco-Italian frontier has 
produced friendly manifestations 
which contrast favorably with the 
earlier so-called frontier incidents, 
and the newspaper comments em- 
phasize the political importance of 
the occasion. Primarily this im- 
provement of means of communica- 
tion is economic, but nothing which 
ameliorates international communi- 
cations can be neglected in its diplo- 
matic aspect. That is why the decla- 
rations of André Tardieu and Signor 
Giurati, the French and _ Italian 
Ministers of Public Works, respec- 
tively, have aroused cordial echoes 
in the press. 

Franco-Italian relations were, last 
year, somewhat strained, and, in- 
deed, the promise of a reconciliation 
implied in the appointment of an am- 
bassador has not been suddenly and 
dramatically fulfilled, yet there has 
undoubtedly been a slow, quiet re- 
turn to normal relations. Verbal at- 
tacks on either side of the frontier 
are subsiding. The meeting of the 
French and Italian ministers is a 
happy augury. 

The Temps remarks that the 
French have confidence in the efforts 
of diplomacy to prepare an amicable 
| Settlement of the questions which 
‘Separate Paris and Rome. The at- 
mosphere of distrust and suspicion 
| will then disappear. It was impos- 
'sible for France to remain indifferent 
ito the Fascist systematic campaigns 
against French influence. It is ab- 
surd to suppose that France wishes 
to humiliate the Italian people. The 
policy of an entente with Great Brit- 
ain does not contain a menace for 
Italy in the Mediterranean. France 
does not seek a military and eco- 
nomic hegemony in Europe. 

Andre Tardieu frankly uttered a 
warning that war cannot pay the 
victor or the vanquished. Human 
energies should be directed toward 
international co-operation, which is 
a condition of wellbeing. There is 
the strongest approval for his re- 
minder that France and Italy have 
the duty of understanding each 
other. 

It will be interesting to see how 
Italian opinion responds. A Franco- 
Italian rapprochement is impera- 
| tively needed for the consolidation 
/of European peace. It is insufficient 
| that France and Germany should join 
hands if France and Italy regard 
| each other askance. From this view- 
point the new Franco-Italian mani- 
festation has considerable impor- 
tance. :

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New Zealand Rules 
British Quota of 
Films to Be Shown 
Minimum Number of Pictures 


From Jan. 1 to Be Put Into 
Theater Programs

WELLINGTON. N. Z.—After a year 
of consideration, the New Zealand 
Parliament has passed the Cinemato- 
graph Films Bill which has two ob- 
jectives: the gradual introduction of 
a minimum quantity of British films 
into theater programs, and the col- 
lection of an adequate income tax 
from the filmowning companies. It 
operates from Jan. 1. 

Renters and exhibitors are dealt 
with separately in regard to their 
quota obligations. The renters are to 
furnish 7% per cent of British films 
during the year ending Dec. 31, 1929, 
and the proportion will rise gradu- 
ally until in the year ending Decem- 
ber, 1936, British films must consti- 
tute 20 per cent of their programs. 
The exhibitors are to show at least 
5 per cent of British films during the 
year ending December. 1930, and the 
maximum of 20 per cent is to be 
reached in the year ending Decem- 
ber, 1937. In order to control these

- “British Film” Defined 

“British film” is defined as one 
made by a person who at the time 
was a British subject, or by two or 
more such persons, each of whom 
at such time was a British subject, or 
by a British company. The studio 
scenes must have been photographed 
in a studio in the British Empire. 
and the author of the scenario must 
have been a British subject at the 
time the film was made. 

The quota provisions will not 
operate automatically on the act com- 
ing into force, a clause having been 
ingerted in the measure after its in- 
troduction, providing for the Imposi- 
tion of the compulsory quota on the 
authority of the Minister of Internal 
Affairs. The renters objected to the

Renters’ Income Tax 

If the renters did not succeed in 
their objections to the quota, they 
certainly obtained an important 
modification in the income tax pro- 
vision of the measure. It is well 
known in Australia and New Zealand 
that American film companies work 
through local branches which do not 
seek to make profits. An Australian 
Royal Commission came to the con- 
clusion that 65 per cent of the film 
hire was remitted to America, and 
only 35 per cent of the gross receipts 
remained to pay local expenses. Thus 
the taxable income was small, and 
heavy evasions of income tax were 
said to occur. 

New Zealand at first proposed to 
meet this position by imposing a tax 
of 3d. per foot on the foreign films, 
but abandoned this in favor of a tax 
of 1d. per foot. The larger tax would 
have produced about $400,000 per 
annum. The bill under discussion

PERTH, W. Aust.—Sir Benjamin 
Morgan, chairman of the British 
Empire Producers’ Organization and 
the Empire Sugar Federation, has 
issued a warning to Australian pas- 
toralists to be satisfied with a fair 
price for their wool in order to ward 
off the substitution of wood-wool.

Advertising Ban Needed on 
Private Land, Mrs. Law- 
_ton Tells Garden Club 


Eighteen advertising companies 
and 231 national advertisers have in- 
dorsed in writing the proposition that 
business can succeed without bill- 
boards, said Mrs. W. L. Lawton, 
chairman of the National Committee 
for Restriction of Outdoor Adver- 
tising, in an address in Boston be- 
fore members of the Federated Gar- 
den‘ Clubs of Massachusetts. 

These’ organizations, Mrs. Lawton 
said, have agreed that it is unneces- 
sary to use the landscape for adver- 
tising. Massachusetts, she continued, 
is still leading the fight for restric- 
tion in the United States with its 


laws for regulating advertising on) 


private property. Efforts on the part 
of outdoor advertising companies to 
have this proved unconstitutional 
have carried the case to the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Court, she said, 
and will undoubtedly carry it to the 
United States Supreme Court It is 
this restriction of billboards on pri- 
vate property that will go further in 
solving the problem, Mrs. Lawton 
continued, adding that a $10,000 fund 
is now being raised to carry on this 
fight in Massachusetts. 
Legislation the Only Solution 


“Legislation is the only real solu- 
tion of the problem,” said Mrs, Law- 
ton. “More than half the states al- 


ready prohibit the signs on the right 
of way, but this does not prove a 
solution. Private property advertis- 
ing must be regulated. Other pos- 


sible alternatives are in zoning state | 
highways, or reducing the number of ' 


boards by placing a heavy tax. 
“Certainly there is no justice in 


taxing the people millions of dollars , 
for highways, and then passing one , 
of the chief assets of those highways, | 
their beauty, over as a free gift to, 


the billboard companies. 

“The billboard industry has in- 
creased 3000 per cent in the last 25 
years. A legitimate method of adver- 
tising when properly placed, it has 
become through improper location a 
veritable public nuisance.

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Commission Blames Whites for 


Maori Wars and Asks Requital 


Restitution of Land Impossible, but Annual Payments 
Are Recommended, and Bill With This Object 


Is Before the Government

AUCKLAND, N. Z.—That European 
policy was largely responsible for 
the series of wars between white 
men and Maoris between 1860 and 
1872, and that the Maori grievances 


arising out of the subsequent con-! 


fiscation of native-land are genuine, 


is the opinion of a commission that 
was set up two years ago by the 
New Zealand Government. The re- 
port and the discussion, when it was 
presented to Parliament a few days 
ago, are of extraordinary interest as 
righting an old wrong, showing the 
British sense of justice at its best, 
and officially confirming the opinion 
held at the time by many of the most 
competent observers in New Zealand 
and indorsed by historians, that the 
blundering of the Government had a 
great deal to do with the troubles in 
the period mentioned. 

The Taranaki war of 1860 is a 
classic example of tragic results fol- 
lowing a mishandling of a delicate 
native problem. The infant English 
settlement of New Plymouth found 
-itself unable to obtain all the land it 
wanted from the Maoris, who had 
more than they could use. Immigrants 
ignorant of the customs of a proud 
and warlike people, who had by 
solemn treaty been guaranteed se- 
curity of what they possessed, clam- 
ored for land held by the natives. 


‘Government Buys Land 


The Government purchased some 
land from a certain native. His chief 
denied his right to sell it, and it 
was conclusively proved afterward

that the chief was justified. Indeed 
it was apparent at the time to lead- 
ing Europeans like Bishop Selwyn 
and the Chief Justice, Sir William 
Martin, that the denial was sound in 
Maori law. The Government, how- 


ever, held that the vendor had the 
| right to sell, and when its surveyors 
i were interfered with by the natives, 
soldiers were dispatched to enforce 
the law. Thus began the first Ta- 
ranaki war. It came out that the 
Maori who sold ‘the land had a 
grudge against his chief, and it is 
believed that he sought vengeance by 
embroiling his enemy with the white 
man. The second Taranaki war was 
also caused by an official blunder. 
For the more serious war in the 
Waikato it is not contended that the 
Europeans were wholly to blame, 
but historians have held that the na- 
tives there were given a bias toward 
war by the knowledge that their 
brothers in -Taranaki had _ been 
treated unjustly. Similarly this in- 
justice had something to do with the 
Hauhau rebellions, which kept parts 
of the North Island in a state of war 
until 1872. Moreover, the defeated 
Maoris would have felt less bitter had 
the Government made less sweeping 
confiscations of land. The British 
Government, ever mindful of the in- 
terests of the Maoris, urged forbear- 
ance, and the original program was 
whittled down, but the size and na-

Desire for Land 
As Sir Apirana Ngata said in the 
recent debate, there is a strong sus- 


picion that the Government of that 
time was actuated not so much by 
consideration of punishment as by a 
desire to get land for European set- 
tlement. In the process of confisca- 
tion loyal natives and those who had 
taken little part in the anti-European 
movement were injured, and some of 
the later trouble with the Maoris was 
due to this sense of injustice. 

All this has long been known to 
impartially minded students of New 
Zealand history, but it is important 
that such a view should be more or 
less adopted by Aan official tribunal 
and should form the basis of policy. 
The commission, which was presided 
over by a judge of the Supreme 
Court, found that both the Taranaki 
wars arose out of what is known as 
the Waitara purchase, that the Gov- 
ernment was in the wrong, and that 
there should not have been any con- 
fiscation. The commission apportions 
blame to both sides for the Waikato 
War, and says that the confiscations 
were excessive, 

Annual Payments Recommended 


In the debate in Parliament, Sir 
Apirana Ngata, the leader of the 
young Maori Party, gave what was 
expected from him, a broad-minded 
résumé of history, and said that it 
would be impossible to return the 
confiscated lands to the Maoris. The 
Maoris, however, asked that the ex- 
istence of their grievance be recog- 
nized and that an honest attempt be 
made to remedy it.

"LEAD IN PEACE, 
PLEA TO NATION 
‘BY HOUGHTON 


Opportunity for the United 
States to Blaze Way, 
He Declares 


SreciaL Fyeom Monrror Brreav 

NEW YORK—The United States 
has the opportunity and the obliga- 
tion to blaze the way toward per- 
manent peace, was the message that 
Alanson B. Houghton, who has just 
resigned as Ambassador to the Court 
of St. James, has brought to the 
people of New York City in his cam- 
paign as Republican candidate for 


Senator from New York. 

Mr. Houghton, whom President 
Coolidge has just praised for dis- 
tinguished work for his country as 
Ambassador to Germany and, later, to 
Great Britain, in a speech here, re- 
viewed briefly the world situation as 
regards peace, and declared that 
while “the progress of democracy 
seems, for the moment, to have 
stopped at the frontiers,” he was con- 
vyinced that it must and will go 
further. | 

“Certainly,” he continued, “if 
peace is more secure in the hands 
of elected governments than in the 
hands of autocrats, so peace will be 
even more secure when finally in the 
contro! of the plain people, whose in- 
terests lie in peace, who think in 
terms of peace and who know that 
their lives and property are the 
stake if peace is broken.” 

' The outstanding contribution 
which the United States can make 
to the self-governing peoples of 
Europe in their search for peace, Mr. 
Houghton said, is to show them how 
the people of a country can reserve 
to themselves the powér to declare 
war. 

Mr. Houghton said he did not hbe- 
lieve that control of our foreign af- 
fairs is more difficult than control of 
our domestic affairs. “If we can suc- 
cessfully manage the one,” he de- 
clared, “we can, I am sure, with 
equal success manage the other... . 

“In a world which is armed, 
we cannot safely go unarmed. But 
we can favor disarmament and prac- 
tice it so far as our neighbors are 
willing to join us, and perhaps even 
lead the way. 

“I am not so much concerned lest 
America be attacked as I am that 
her giant strength should be used in 
the spirit of fair dealing and of sym- 
pathetic recognition of the problems 
and difficulties with which other 
peoples are struggling. There is 
much that we can do; there is much 
that we ought to do. It is my pro- 
found belief that America has the 
opportunity and obligation to blaze 
the way toward permanent peace.”

Reformatory Figures Indicate

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J.—Reporting 
that only 22 per cent of the inmates 
of the reformatory at Rahway, N. J., 
have gone beyond the fourth grade 
at school, irrespective of ages, Dr.

- told the twenty-eizghth annual con- 
ention here that more intensive edu- 
cational efforts are imperative, par- 
ticularly in the homes of “the sub- 
merged portions of society.” 
Dr. Moore added that the future of 
the United States depends on the 
25,000,000 children now of school age. 


In the educating of children, he 
asserted, it is a “positive crime to use 


the words block-head, stupid, dumb- |; 


bell and dunce” when dealing with 
youth, because “everything that dis- 
courages means retardation.” 

J. W. Faust, of New York, repre- 
senting the Playground and Recrea- 
tion Association of America, declared 
the causes of unrest today among 
adults and children are “moral rather 
than physical, spiritual rather than 
economic.” 

“So many adults,” he said, “expe- 
rience this unrest when they see their 
lives going by without a chance to 
really live or to find an outlet for 
self-expression. Purposeful use of 
leisure time will remedy this, and 
reduce both juvenile and adult delin- 


quency.” ae

Wife of China’s Minister of War Tells How Simple 
Living Is the Rule in Household That Has Only 
Hard Chairs and Severe Tables

PEIPING (Peking)—Questions con- 
cerning the work and ideals of Mar- 
shal Feng Yu-hsiang, Minister of 
War in the Nationalist Government, 
which have been the subject of much 


discussion in China recently, were 
answered fully by the Marshal’s wife 
during her recent visit to her old 
home here, in an interview. 

“I represent the women of North 
China—the country women,” said 
Mrs. Feng, her black eyes moving 
vivaciously behind her horn-rimmed 
spectacles. 

Mrs. Feng considers her most im- 
portant work to be her duties as wife 
and mother. She says she considers 
that she helps Marshal Feng most 
by looking after his household. As 
is generally known, she shares in his 
desire for simple living. She disdains 
the silk and jewels which adorn the 
wives of other Chinese militarists, 
wearing only cheap cotton herself, 
and the drawing room of the Peiping 
/home is bare of rugs, curtains, and 
j;ornaments. The only furnishings are 
‘straight, hard chairg and a few se- 
'vere tables. 


| “We live plainly,” she explained. 
\‘‘How could we live other than fru-~- 
'gally when there are now so many 
'very poor people in China? Marshal 
|Feng and I are accustomed to simple 
‘living from childhood and it is not 


tion on our part, although it is true 
that we think our example in this re- 
spect is effective.” | 

It is characteristic of Marshal 
Feng and his wife to plan for an 
idealistic future and to work mean- 
while according to the needs of the 
hour. The model villages. which 
they have created in Honan Prov- 
ince during the past year are ex- 
amples of this. Notwithstanding 
their own advanced ideas, since their 
recent visit to Russia, the plans for 
the villages have taken into account 
existing conditions. Individual, not 
community, homes have been: built, 
and the agricultural and other train- 
ing provided are appropriate to the 
demand. 

Compulsory education is: enforced 
in these villages for both young and 
old. Illiterate persons under -30 
years of age are expected to learn 
a certain number of Chinese char- 
acters within a specified period and 
while older persons are given more 
time, they too must study. Mrs. 
Feng’s chief outside interest is in 
education, she says, and she person- 
ally has established three schools in 
different parts of China, where chil- 
dren are taught reading, arithmetic, 
and manual trades. The schools are 
supported partly by tuition fees 
from those who can afford them, 
partly by the work of the pupils 
themselves, and the balance by dona- 
tion from Mrs. Feng.

University to Spend $2,000,- 
000 in a Development and 
Building Program

COLUMBUS, O.—Ohio State Uni- 
versity will have one of the largest 
and best-equipped athletic plants in 


the country, with facilities second to 
none, with official announcement by 
the university authorities of a $2,000,- 
000 building and development program 
to be started immediately. 

The program, approved by the uni- 
versity and athletic boards, provides 
for a natatorium, boathouse and three 
field houses and the inclosing of the 
sides of the Ohio Stadium. 

The Stadium proper will be inclosed 
with glass as the first step in the pro- 
gram with steel sash and glass in 
order to utilize the space underneath 
for year-around indoor facilities made 
necessary by inclement weather until 
the field house is completed, this.work 
is expected to cost around $100,000. 

A varsity field house, 140x400 feet 
in size, costing about $500,000 is 
planned. This would be used for bas-~ 
ketball, indoor track and other indoor 
sports. For the present at least, it is 
expected that the temporary facilities 
now in use would care for these sports 
until the more pressing wants are 
taken care of. ‘ : 

Next on the list is a natatorium, 


(250x200 feet and costing about $250,000. 


This will fill the long-needed wants for 
Ohio State, which for more than 10 
years has had no swimming pool for 
men and no facilities for its varsity 
swimming. Plans for a varsity swim; 
ming team already are under way. 
The natatorium is projected as an 
accompaniment to the new men’s 
physical education building for which 
the university has been asking the 
Legislature for many years. The pres- 
ent building was erected more than 30 
years ago when less than one-tenth of 
the present number of students was 
enrolled. This will add more than 
$500,000 to the project's cost. An intra- 
mural sports building is the second of 
the larger buildings to be proposed 
This will also cost about $500,000, Ohio

IN YALE SPORTS 


Deficit of $40,731.61 Shown 
on the Books 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. (#)—All was 
not profit in sports at Yale University 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
the annual statement issued Thursday 
night showing a deficit of $40,731.61, 
despite gross revenue of $1,119,280.10. 

The total expense for actual run- 
ning of the athletic program, devoid 
of overhead expenses, was $770,731. 
Football was the great revenue maker 
with $1,033,211.98 gross, and the only 
sport which had a net income over its 
own expenses. This sport's expenses

The profit balance was $543,084.76, 
which was reduced to $348,549 through 
maintenance of the Y club, as well as 
the building program. 

It is on this last mentioned item 
that Harold F. Woodcock, general 
manager of the athletic association, 
made a prefatory statement.

Vocational Emphasis:in Ukraine 


Sractat T Tae Curerun Screxce Montros 
. ' Kharkov 
INE, the Soviet Republic 
with a populatjon of 30,000,000 
and an area larger than that 
of France, of which Kharkov is the 
capital, is the scene of two interest- 
ing educational experiments. First 
almost all the instruction is given 
in the Ukrainian language, which 
was neglected and even persecuted 
under the Tsarist régime, when Rus- 
sian alone was: the official language 
throughout the Empire. Second, the 
idea of specialized vocational educa- 
tion is carried‘ much farther in 
Ukraine ‘than it fs in Russia proper, 
or, indeed, in, most other, countries 
of the world.. Aside from .these two 
special characteristics, the Ukrainian 
educational system, like the Russian, 
is faced’ with the problem of éxpand- 
ing its network of sthools to a point 
where all the children may be taught 
and illiteracy elimifated. 

In enforcing instruction in: the 
Ukrainian language allowance is 
made for racial minorities, of which 
the two largest’ groups are. Rus- 
sians and Jews. These, together with 
the Poles, Greeks, Germans and other 
smaller racial. groups, enjoy the 
right of having their children taught 
in their own languages. On the other 
hand, the State service is: now thor- 
oughly “Ukrainized and failure to 
master the intricacies of this tongue 
may cost an officeholder his post.

The Ukrainian educational system 
is based on the idea that the pupil at 
a compafatively early age should be 
trained for some definite form of 
lite Work, The elementary school in 
Ukraine’ is for a term of seven 
years, whereas the term in Russta is 
nine ¥ .

New Schools Seem 
Like Palaces to the 
Children of Warsaw

Warsaw 

HE first years of Polish inde- 
IT penaence were hampered by in- 

flation and general financial 
difficulties, with which indeed the 
country still has to struggle. But 
recognizing the importance of hav- 
ing adequate school buildings, the 
municipality of Warsaw set boldly 
and energetically to work, and what 
it has accomplished within 10 years 
is worthy of admiration. Certainly 
much still remains to be done, but 
what has already been accomplished 
holds out the best promises for the 
future. 

There are now eight large model 
schools in Warsaw, besides a number 
of smaller’ ones, These model 
schools are built to accommodate at 
least 1200 children, with 50 in each 
class. As at present there is still 
an insufficient number of schools, 
two sessions are held, one morning, 
one afternoon. A_ single school 
building, therefore, really accommo- 
dates 2400 children. 

The rooms are lofty, airy and light. 
The spacious corridors are decorated 
with pictures of Polish life and his- 
tory, the windows are ornamented 
with plants or flowers. There are all 
modern conveniences, including a 
bathroom and a lunch room where 
the children get hot milk and rolls 
for which if their parents can afford 
it they pay 10 groschen, or other- 
wise receive gratis. There are work- 
shops for boys and kitchens for girls, 
a school co-operative store, run by 
the children themselves under the 
direction of a teacher. There is a 
small aquarium, library and reading 
room, a special room for Scouts, a 
studio, and a small natural history 
cabinet. In fact, these eight schools 
are provided with almost everything 
than modern foresight can conceive. 
The children themselves, it is said, 
love their school so much that it is 
with difficulty they tear themselves 
away when the bell rings. This is not 
extraordinary as, for the most part, 
they come from overcrowded insani- 
tary homes, cold in winter, and close 
in summer. It is, therefore, not sur- 
prising that they are enthusiastic 
about their palace of learning. 

The co-education cystem prevails 
in the primary schools in Poland, but 
the same buildings are used in the 
evening for instruction given to 
adults or adolescents, and here the 
classes are held separately for boys 
and girls.

One of the most pleasing features 
of the schools is the attitude of the 
teachers, who are full of enthusiasm 
for their work, and are keenly in- 
terested in the imprevement both on 
the mechanica] and mental side of 
the new schools. They are fully 
aware of the civilizing and refining 
influences that are being brought to 
bear by the modern school system 
upon the population now growing up. 

One of the latest proposals is to 
establish a permanent cinema within 
the school premises as being a 
powerful help in instruction.

teenth century, when Liberalism 


reached its height in Europe—there 
should be more dictators, or demi- 
dictators, than European nations 
have known hitherto. Spain has just 
celebrated the fifth anniversary of 
the dictatorship of Gen. Primo de 
Rivera, ‘who ie a sort of liberal dic- 
tator. Italy has tried to constitu- 
tionalize Fascism, though Signor 
Mussolini remains supreme. Poland 
comes under the intermittent dic- 
tatorship of Pilsudski. 

The Bolshevik chiefs in Russia 
exercise a collective dictatorship. 
Mustapha Kemal—if Turkey can still 
be considered a European country— 
is the Turkish Dictator. You will 
see, in French and Polish papers, the 
title of Dictator fastened upon Wal- 
demaras. The little country of 
Albania has been kept under the 
sway of a politician, who has at last 
been proclaimed King. 

For the most part European dic- 
tators do not trouble to make 
themselves “kings. Kingship, in the 
old sense, is discredited. The tsars 
and kaisers and emperors and 
kings have been dethroned. . There 
are very few left, and such as there 
are by no means govern thei¢ coun- 
tries. The British King is the nomi- 
nal sovereign, but he is advised by 
his ministers. The Spanish and 
Italian Kings are more ornamental 


than powerful. A few northern coun- 


tries have constitutional monarchs, 
but, broadly speaking, there are no 
absolite monarchs left. Precisely at 
this moment the dictator, who has 
been a rare figure in history, makes 
his appearance in many places.

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Transformer Position Is _ 
Answer to A..C. Tube Hum 


ee Two Transformers “Bucking” Each Other 
_ Found to Reduce Hum to Negligible Point 


By JOHN 

Many A. C. receiver installations 
‘which perform in a poor manner, 
can be attributed to incorreet appli- 
cation of the underlying fundamen- 
tals of A. C. tubes. These tubes are 
not so intricate, but rather they re- 
quire the fulfillment of certain con- 
ditions in order to obtain good opera- 
tion. In very few instances do the 
designers of A, C. tube receivers con- 
sider the many necessary operating 
conditions and requirements. 

Proof of this is a comparison be- 
tween the popular types of A. C. re- 
ceivers built for a price and the 
higher grade of A. C. receivers, where 
price is the secondary consideration. 
Additional proof is a comparison be- 
tween constructional recommenda- 
tions where high caliber operation 
is the salient item. 

The A. C. tube is not.as versatile as 
its D. C. brother; that is to say, it is 
not as interchangeable and as equally 


adaptable. But on the other hand, 
it performs as well, when properly 
applied. The proper application, un- 
fortunately, involves a greater finan- 
cial expenditure, but it affords the 
most vatisfactory performance. 

The condemnation of the A. C. tube 
is generally based upon one factor, 
the voltage ripple or “hum.” The 
greatest exponent, the most pro- 
nounced enthusiast does not deny 
that this annoyance interferes with 
reception, but very few who have had 
experience with the A. C. tube, prop- 
erly operated, will concur with the 
prevalent opinion that the tube is 
worthless because it is impossible to 
minimize the hum. 
the hum is the keynote of success 
with this type of tube, and it is pos- 
sible without much trouble. We will 
therefore consider just one cause 
which is seldom discussed in detail. 
although it is frequently a source of 
trouble and aggravation, and reflects 
upon the A. C. tube, despite the fact 
that the tube itself is not the perpe- 
trator. : 

We had occasion to make some 
very interesting observations with a 
tuned double impedance audio ampli- 
fier, entirely A. C. operated, utilizing 
two 227 type tubes in the first and 
second stages and a pair of 250s in 
the output, three stages and four 
A. C. tubes. The unit was placed upon 
a table and the filament transformers, 
two in number, one supplying the 
filament potential for the 227s and 

. the other supplying the filament po- 
tential for the 250s, and the B elimi- 
nator were upon the same table, to 
the rear of the amplifier and about 
18 or 20 inches distant. 

All filament leads were twisted 
cable and the B supply leads were 
likewise twisted. The transformers 
were of conventional design and were 
about 8 or 10 inches apart, without 
any particular attention being paid 
to their physical positions with re- 
spect to each other. The table was 
located directly adjacent to a window 
and in order to open the window one 
was obliged to bend over the equip- 
ment and to extend his arms while 
opening the window. This fact is of 
importance, since it was the direct 
cause for these observations. One of 
the transformers was a regular fila- 
ment power transformer of the type 
available in every radio store and the 
other, supplying the 250s, was a toy 
transformer. 

The complete amplifier installation 
was placed into operation and the 
results were excellent. The total 
hum measured across the speaker 
terminals was less than 100 milli 
volts, in fact, entirely inaudible one 
foot distant from the speaker dia- 
phragm. The lack of hum was not 
due to poor speaker response or 
audio coupling unit response, but to 
the design of the amplifier and the 
B eliminator. Everything was serene 
for about a week. 

One night someone opened the 
window and in so doing shifted the 
position of the 227 filament trans- 
former with respect to the location 
of the toy transformer supplying the 
250s. The hum increased to an extent 
which made operation of the am- 
plifier prohibitive, but the cause was 
unknown at that time and an inves- 


tigation was started. No one present }

The cause for the hum 
was the external field of the trans- 
formers. In one position they aided 
and an appreciable amount of volt- 
age was induced in the amplifier 
wiring and in the other position they 
“bucked” and minimized the field in- 
tensity. By proper placement of the 
transformers the hum was reduced 
to its original value.

Now, the federal and city 
governments of Mexico propose to be 
joint participants in the establish- 
ment and operation of a radiocast- 
ing station. 

This new radio station is to be 
located at the port of Manzannillo, 
Mexico, and the citizens and munici- 
pal government of that town are to 
defray the expenses of constructing 
a suitable building. The necessary 
funds will approximate $2500, and 
the mayor has appointed a committee 
to canvass the city and ascertain the 
amount the citizens will subscribe. 
Government, on the 
other hand, will furnish the radio 
equipment, contribute the land on 
which the station will stand, install 
the radio apparatus, supply the 
necessary funds for operation, and 
detail a representative to assume 
responsible charge.

Sycophant 

In modern parlance a sycophant is 
a flatterer, an obsequious follower, 
one who aspires to high favor and 
attempts to gain it by informing 
against others and ingratiating him- 
eelf. 

The word has a strange history. 
It is derived from the two Greek 
words ovxov (sykon), a fig, and 
paivery (phainein), to bring to light. 
It seems to have had two applica- 
tions, one having arisen from the 
practice of informing against per- 
sons who plundered the sacred fig 
trees of Attica. Since such an office 
naturally brought forth a _ great 
amount. of abuse, a sycophant came 
to be known as a talebearer or slan- 
derer. 

The other significance is that of 
one who brings figs to light by shak- 
ing the tree, or as we may interpret 
it, one who gains a rich reward by 
flattering the persons who possess 
great wealth. 

The word is accented on the first 
syllable, syc’-o-phant, and _pro- 
nounced as though spelled sik -o-fant. 
Sound the f as in It, o as in obey, a 
as in account. 

“A sycophant will everything ad- 
mire, each verse, each sentence sets 
his soul on fire.” (Dryden).

EDITORIALS 


Where Governor Smith Dodges 


HE addresses being made by Charles E. 
; Hughes in these later days of the presiden- 

tial campaign show an extraordinary: grasp 
of public questions, and notable clarity and 
lucidity in explaining them. His tone is purely 
argumentative, and he addresses himself in the 
main to answering and to controverting the 
propositions set up by Governor Smith. The 
lamentable contrast between the type of Tam- 
many oratory which the Governor affects and 
the judicial and dignified utterances of the man 
who has not only been the Governor of New 
York, but a member of the United States 
Supreme Court as well, is emphasized daily by 
the reports of each man’s speeches. 

In his address at Worcester the other night 
Mr. Hughes took up at some length the positions 
_ maintained by the rival candidates on the ques- 
tion of water power. Governor Smith has claimed 
for himself a unique position of liberal and pro- 
gressive treatment of the water powers not yet 
under private control. Because Mr. Hoover 
casually referred to his attitude as sccialistic, 
the Governor has ever since been displaying a 
wounded sense and a martyr’s crown. But Mr. 
Hughes, who has studied deeply the utterances 
of the Democratic nominee, now declares that 
“despite his constant protestations of entire can- 
dor on the platform, he has not stated in lan- 
guage that anybody can understand whether he 
is in favor of government operation of hydro- 
ele¢tric plants.’”’ He has pronounced definitely 
in favor of government ownership of the power 
house, but has thus far evaded commitment as 
to, what shall operate and distribute the power 
generated. Mr. Hughes insists that if Governor 
Smith does believe in having the Government 
go into the business of operation, and thereby 
necessarily add to its organization a host of 
new bureaus and innumerable tax-eating em- 
ployees, he should specifically so state. Keep- 
ing in thought the zest of Tammany for political 
jobs, and the great number of such that might 
be required for the operation of all the water 
powers of the Nation, one may well conjecture 
that Mr. Smith desires the establishment of such 
a new source of political power. It is fair to say, 
however, that he has not as yet so stated, and 
the weakness of his position is not in what he 
has advocated, but rather in the point which he 
has so timorously evaded. 

Mr. Hoover has been explicit in his statement 
that except for a few abnormal cases in which 
government action may be necessary, such pub- 
lic utilities as water power should be developed 
by methods of private initiative and operation, 
but subject to rigid governmental control for the 
purpose of protecting the people. It is under a 
policy of this character that the railroads of the 
United States have attained their high degree of 
efficiency, and that the telephone business, which 
is essentially a natural monopoly, has been de- 
veloped to an extent which makes the govern- 
ment-operated systems of European countries 
ridiculous in comparison. Abuses have undoubt- 
edly sprung from the private control and opera- 
tion of such local industries as gas, and electric 
light and power. There are instances in which 
it has been necessary for a community to go 
beyond the limitations of public control and 
undertake actual public operation of such enter- 
prises. These instances are rare. The experi- 
ences of the communities committed to them 
have not always been successful, but they are 
far from having been so uniformly unfortunate 
as the propaganda put forth by the national 


associations of public utility managers would 


lead us to believe. Nevertheless, these are the 
exceptional institutions. Private ownership with 
public control is the normal method of proced- 
ure. This, so far as his public utterances indi- 
cate, Governor Smith would reject. Perhaps in 
the few days yet left of the campaign he can 
more effectively clarify his attitude. 
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“Boos’’—Political and Otherwise 


$6 00-00-00-00!” shouts a crowd, or a 
i istterahie number of persons in the 
crowd, at one of the many large pre- 
election rallies in the United States—and with 
this, one of the peculiar manifestations of senti- 
ment brought out by the current presidential 
campaign is in progress. This “booing” means 
the speaker has mentioned something or some- 
body, more frequently the latter, of which or of 
whom the audience disapproves. 

The custom has come to occupy a conspicuous 
place in the crowd reaction aroused by speakers 
in some quarters. Where parentheses or brack- 
ets formerly appeared in the stenographer’s 
record of a speech only to inclose the word 
“applause,” now they sometimes set forth the 
coined word, “boos.” 

What is the significance of this custom? If 
it is not actually new to politics in this cam- 
paign, it is at least a more conspicuous signal 
of disrespect for opinions and motives of an 
opponent than has been evident in other elec- 
tion years of the last quarter century. 

Is it a particularly edifying contribution to the 
processes of molding civic opinion? Hardly. It 
indicates usually that the candidate whose back- 
ers employ the method is relying upon ridicule 
and appealing to prejudices and animosities, 
that he is following the theory that people do 


_ 


not vote for a policy, but against a person. Con- 
structive, statesmanlike argument will seldom 
if ever call forth such expressions. 

From the baseball stands, “‘booing’’ has some- 
times been used as a rebuke to poor sportsman- 
ship; in a political gathering the practice is in 
itself poor sportsmanship.

OR weeks, if not for months, the political 

tablemakers and forecasters have watched 

the indications of the trend in New England 
and New York. Estimates of majorities and 
pluralities have varied according to the view- 
point of the observers. There has been lacking 
any definite or satisfying indication upon which 
to base reliable estimates of election results. In- 
tense interest in the campaign has everywhere 
been indicated by the large attendance at politi- 
cal rallies. and by discussion of the issues in 
newspapers, in clubs, and in the homes. To say 
that this discussion has added to the popularity 
or strength of any candidate would be a mere 
hazard. The conviction which is followed by the 
voter’s expression in the polling booth is formed, 
it is believed, as a result of processes entirely 


different from those mentioned. We all are quite 


prone to read or listen to arguments which for- 
tify rather than assail preconceived opinions. 
So it is that in states or communities where 
the results of an election remain doubtful until 
the votes are counted it is vain to speculate on the 
verdict to be rendered. Despite this, there has 
been no dearth of prognostications of the out- 
come in New England and New York. But these, 
whatever may be claimed in. support of their 
correctness or finality, have all been based upon 
presumption or entirely unknown and unascer- 
tainable factors. In the section and State re- 


‘ferred to, as in many other localities west and 


south, the deciding element in next Tuesday’s 
elections will be the silent vote which can be 
polled by no other agency than the secret ballot. 

In both New England and New York the 
people are intensely interested in issues as well 
as candidates. It is a fair assumption that every- 
where in these localities the farmers and indus- 
trialists favor a continuation of the protective 
tariff policy. Generally speaking, the same may 
be said of the means undertaken to deal with the 
liquor traffic. With the industrialists, so called, 
may be included a great majority of wage-earn- 
ing employees and operatives. There should rest 
with the two factors or classes named the bal- 
ance of political power in New England and New 
York. It is not to be believed that they will per- 
mit an adverse outcome to be determined by or- 
ganized voters whose prejudice has caused them 
to ally themselves with alien, unlawful or selfish 
conspirators who seek a warrant of political 
authority granted under misapprehension in a 
moment of mistaken zeal. S 

Maine, in September, set her usual example 
to the November states. Elsewhere in New Eng- 
land, with the exception of Massachusetts, the 
usual Republican majorities are reasonably as- 
sured. In the latter State the most interesting 
contest seems to be between Senator Walsh, the 
present junior United States Senator, the Demo- 
cratic nominee, and Benjamin Loring Young, the 
Republican «candidate. The Governorship is 
sought by Frank G. Allen, who has served as 
Lieutenant-Governor with Governor Fuller, and 
who is the legatee of the latter’s political poli- 
cies, and by General Cole, a Democrat. 

In New York the contest for the United States 
Senatorship is between Dr. Copeland, the Demo- 
cratic incumbent, and Alanson B. Houghton, 
former Ambassador to Great Britain. The Re- 
publican nominee for Governor is Albert Ottin- 
ger, Attorney-General, the only Republican state 
officer elected two years ago, while Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, who championed the candidacy of 
Governor Smith in the Houston convention last 
June, is the Democratic candidate. 

It is quite probable that the successful candi- 
dates for the offices named will be swept into 
power by the majorities received by the presiden- 
tial nominee who wins the electoral vote in the 
several states. But this forecast, like all others, 
is uncertain. The actual determination of the 
result rests with the individual voters. There 
should be no royal road to public office in the 
United States. There cannot be while the right 
of individual choice is exercised by those whose 
duty it is to decide. 


City Politics and the Judiciary 


N THE official ballot just printed by the 

Board of Elections, City of New York, each 

major political party lists its candidates for 
certain vacant judicial positions. Somebody 
must be elected Associate Judge of the Court of 
Appeals; Justice of the Supreme Court, first 
judicial district; Justice of the City Court; and 
Justice of the second, third and fourth districts 
of the Municipal Court, respectively. The elec- 
tion of judges along with the other political 
Office holders which this ballot symbolizes for 
the Borough of Manhattan, is true for many 
other boroughs and cities throughout the length 
and breadth of the country. 

How many voters in Manhattan, one wonders, 
will be able to differentiate and appraise the 
relative merits of the Democratic candidate for 
Justice of the Second Municipal Court, his Re- 
publican rival, and the Socialist aspirant? These 
three contestants are picked at random from a 
ballot containing scores of others for the vari- 
ous elective offices, as samples of what the voter 
is asked to do in the Borough of Manhattan in 
the process of selecting an able judiciary. The 
system is found far and wide. Candidates for 
the petty courts are nominated by a political 
party, make a partisan campaign, are voted for 
under a party symbol and are then sent under 
party wgis to sit before the blindfolded statue 
of Justice, where they are asked to be as impar- 
tial and unbiased as they can! 

It is difficult to see how a candidate elected 
under such circumstances can help but feel a 
partisan loyalty to the party which put him into 
paying office. There will be strong pressure, 
doubtless, for him to be a good Democrat, or a 
good Republican, instead of merely a good judge. 
Carried to, extremes, this system is largely re- 
sponsible for the one-sided, inefficient govern- 
ment that is the shame of many American cities. 

Splendid efforts have been made in New York 


b aud elsewhere to effect nonpartisan arrange- 


| lican 


judges, generally in the higher courts. All par- 
ties have combined in many instances to keep 
such men on the bench and out of politics. It 
is in the minor courts that such considerations 
do not apply. In these inferior courts salaries 
are low and tenure uncertain. Self-respecting 
lawyers generally try not to meddle with them; 
they are left for the petty politician class. But 
these courts perform a work of social and polit- 
ical importance beyond exaggeration. They are 
the only courts which nine-tenths of the 
Nation’s litigants ever see. They serve as the 
standard by which the ignorant and poor judge 
the whole edifice of American justice. People 
of humble circumstance have no appeal beyond 
their edicts. They are society’s first line of 
defense. 

Though the arguments for an elected, rather 
than an appointed, judiciary are forceful, they 
are generally directed to conditions other than 
those found in large cities where it is physically 
impossible to become acquainted with the merits 
of the candidates. The time must come when 
the same reform that has lifted many of the 
higher courts out of politics will be applied to 
secondary and municipal courts.

The Japanese Ambassador 
HE markedly cordial exchange of messages 
between President Coolidge and the Em- 
peror Hirohito of Japan, when the new 


Japanese Ambassador, Katsuji Debuchi, pre-- 


sented his credentials at the White House, is 
happily typical of the existing relations between 
the United States and the Far Eastern Empire. 
The time has passed when the mere mention 
of a hereditary monarch can arouse feelings of 
mistrust in the people of the United States, and 
the fact that the young Emperor has _ just 
mounted a throne which has been occupied by 
his ancestors for more than 2000 years holds no 
terrors for a people that has learned to distin- 


| guish between cherished tradition and practical 


politics. 

For in truth, despite the remnants of feudalism 
still conspicuous in Japan; despite the fact that, 
until the opening up of relations with the United 
States under President Pierce seventy-five years 
ago, the Empire was almost as closely wrapped 
up in defiant Oriental solitude as Tibet, Japan 
must now be counted among the enlightened 
democracies of the world. The Emperor, while 


_ retaining a large measure of his traditional pres- 


tige, exerts little more political power than the 
British King; the hereditary House of Peers is 
on the way to becoming as nearly an advisory 
body as the British House of Lords, while the 
broadening of the suffrage to include men of 


| twenty-five and over has already had the effect 


of proving that a nondemocratic Premier is 
continually restrained in his autocratic leanings 
by the will of the people. 

Mr. Debuchi, in short, comes as an envoy from 
a sister democracy. He is the more acceptable 
in the United States from his close acquaintance 
with the country, which he obtained as a mem- 
ber of the staff of the embassy at Washington 
Several years ago, and from his responsible and 
competent work at the Washington Conference 
on the Limitation of Naval Armament. More- 
over, his wide experience as Vice-Minister: of 
Foreign Affairs at Tokyo marks him out as a 
Statesman well qualified to fill the highly impor- 
tant office as Japan’s representative in the 
United States.

(}; ALL tidbits ever offered to the political 
prognosticators, perhaps none has ever been 
rolled on the tongue with such gusto’ as 
the Literary Digest’s presidential poll. Multipli- 
cation of incalculable factors in the 1928 cam- 
paign has only multiplied the calculators and 
their zeal. On the face of it, roughly twice as 
many Republicans as Democrats have answered 
the Digest’s questionnaire, with the result that 
Hoover has approximately twice as many votes 
as Smith. Yet the feature most emphasized in 
comment is the switching, by which in the final 
figures Governor Smith is receiving 36 per cent 
of his support from balloteers who voted Repub- 
lican in 1924, while Mr. Hoover’s total includes 
only 15 per cent of Democrats. 

This would indicate that Smith is getting the 
better of the “swapping,” but figuring it another 
way, 38 per cent of the Davis vote is going to 
Hoover, while Smith is drawing only 23 per cent 
of the Coolidge vote, which is quite a different 
matter. That is partly accounted for by the 
revolt in the South, but of the seven states 
where a majority of Democrats favor the Repub- 
candidate—California, Florida, Kansas, 
North Dakota, Oklahoma, Texas and Washing- 
ton—only two are of the once solid South. One 
State, South Carolina, gives. Smith a majority 
of its Republican votes, and, strangely enough, 
a total of 1616 South Carolinians confess to 
voting the Republican ticket in 1924, while offi- 
cial returns show only 1123 Republican votes in 
that State for that year—a mysterious difference 


of 493.

HE president of one of the leading United States 

banks declared recently in public that France was 

making a most promising. recovery and was des- 
tined to become again the great investment center it was 
before the war. In eloquent support of this contention is 
the appearance of an increasing number of branch offices 
in Paris which have been opened within the last few months 
by banking houses of the United States. French bankers 
explain that, while the Americans are not doing big busi- 
ness yet, they are getting ready for what is coming in six 
months or a vear. Once France has settled the question 
of its ‘debt to the United States, and the vexed matter of 
German reparations has been definitely ordered, Ameri- 
cans are expected to invest heavily in French securities

“Hazing” has been officially abandoned in France. The 
Minister of Public Instruction has issued a decree for- 
bidding “brimades” in the lycées, or secondary school. 
Brimades are the French equivalent of the fagging in an 
English public school and the freshmen rules of a college 
in the United States. Those who have experienced the 
vicissitudes of a new student in such institutions realize 
that on the whole the “jokes” perpetrated did far more 
harm than good, restraint in practical joking being a rare 
quality of the average second-year student. It is not long 
since the Minister of War in this countrv took a similar 
step in order to curb the initiation practices of the mili- 
tary schools.

In Japan the plum is a token of purity. In France the 
Premier, Raymond Poincaré, has intervened to insure the 
word “mirabellier,” or plum tree, a place in the dictionary 
under preparation by the French Academy. It does not 
exist in the standard French dictionaries, but it must 
from henceforth be included as a result of. his action. ‘The 
word is common enough in the provinces where the plums 
are picked in large quantities. M. Poincaré undoubtedly 
recalled some valley in Lorraine, which he knew as a boy, 
where the plum trees blossomed in the spring and yielded 
afterward the delicious yellow plums to his picking. His 
own Lorraine is one of the chief plum-growing districts 
of France.

Paris was made aware that a new Minister of a foreign 
state was in its midst through a reception given at the 
newly established Canadian Legation by the first Canadian 
Minister in Europe, Philippe Roy, and Mrs. Rov, in 
honor of the Canadian Premier, W. L. Mackenzie King. 
A few days previously Mr. Roy had presented his cre- 
dentials to the President of the French Republic, but it 
was chiefly through this reception that the Paris debut 
of the new Minister was made. Many of the highest dig- 
nitaries in the capital attended, and the event was ob- 
viously a singularly popular one. Mr. Rov has been here 
since 1911 as Commissioner-General of Canada, and he 
has, in fact, especially since the entrance of Canadians

in the war, generally received the consideration due a 
full Minister. It is interesting to note that just 150+ years 
ago Benjamin Franklin came here as first Minister of 
3,000,000 former Britishers, calling themselves Americans, 
and that today Mr. Roy represents 9,000,000 Britishers, 
who are known as Canadians.

The hoary bridge that thrusts bluntly out from Avig- 
non and stops halfway across the Rhone is to be restored. 
When built in the latter half of the twelfth century, it 
was the only bridge between Lyons and the Mediterranean 
Sea; and it attracted much attention at the time from 
those who admired its strength to resist the mighty river. 
currents and from those rivermen who thought it inter- 
fered with the passage of their boats. Stout old bridge 
that it is, for all its weight of historical associations— 
there were Popes living in Avignon during the fourteenth 
century—it might today be left to further ruin but for a 
jingle. The dull stones of this bridge of Avignon set u 
the merriest and most popular jingle in France, one whic 
indeed needs no translation:

-In an article about West Virginia appearing in a news- 
paper of Paris, reference was made to the fact that it was 
about the vear 1562, in the reign of Charles IX, that 
Jean Ribault of Dieppe conducted to the American shores 
some hundreds of young Protestant seigneurs. They were 
loyal to the King, as witness the name Charleston, “la 
ville de Charles,” preserved today; but they were, too, 
Huguenots, bent on finding a land of more religious free- 
dom. The Protestant church of the French at Charleston 
is reported as of special interest, since it is the only re- 
maining one which preserves the old Huguenot ceremeny 
just as it came from France. Many of the church mem- 
bers are descended directly from the first families who 
came over. Among these was that of de Saussure. Between 
Henri de Saussure and John Calvin there existed a close 
friendship which resulted in a warm exchange of letters.

Until the turn of tke present century, it is said there 
existed practically no Jewish literature as such in the 
language of the French. But within practically the tast 
quarter of a century there has grown up a distinct field 
of writing in French by Jews. Particularly since the war 
has there been most marked evidence of this movement, 
although it owes its primary impulsion to the faith and 
brilliance of Israe!

A Struggle for Emancipation 


| To Tuner CuristiAN SCIENCE MONITOR: 


There is one aspect of the question now -facing our 
citizens which has perhaps not received the attention it 
deserves. 

We hear on all sides the word “prohibition,” and that 
word is used just as freely by the opponents of liquor as 
by its advocates. The use of that word inevitably begets 
a sense of resistance and antagonism, and probably it is 
just for that very reason that the wets lay such emphasis 
on it. The drys, however, should not allow themselves to 
be duped in this manner, and thereby allow themselves to 
be deprived of one of their most effective weapons. 

The fact is that the struggle now going on is not, in its 
essence, a struggle for “prohibition.” It is a struggle for 
“emancipation,” for the emancipation first of this country, 
later of the whole world, from the bondage of liquor. This 
is a conflict of ideas, and surely the word “emancipation” 
gives a much clearer idea of the true nature of the con- 
flict than the word “prohibition.” 

It\is not easy to be enthusiastic over a question of 
prohibition, but it is very easy to be enthusiastic in sup- 
port of a movement for emancipation. 

During the Civil War those fighting against one partic- 
ular form of slavery were labeled “Abolitionists,” and had 
that war resulted differently Abraham Lincoln would 
doubtless have been called “The Great Abolitionist.” 
After the success of his efforts,-however, a truer sense of 
value gave him his proper title, “The Great Emancipator.” 
The same situation exists today, though in different form. 
Now those fighting against another form of slavery are 
labeled “prohibitionists” (not a very different word from 
“abolitionists’”) whereas now, as then, their true title is 
“emancipators.” They are carrying aloft the banner of 
freedom, true freedom, and by reason of that very fact 
are invincible.

I most earnestly thank you for the help you have given to 
the Food Administration. Your bulletin Gearde have carried 
food messages from Canada to the Gulf, from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. Your collections of food books, pamphlets and 
recipes have been invaluable sources of information. Your 
carefully prepared exhibits have awakened many a thoughtless 
person to an intelligent interest in the part food must play in 
winning the war. These satisfactory results of your work en- 
courage me to call on vou for further service. 

As the Educational Extension Centers of American schools, 
you have the opportunity of presenting to your patrons the 
food information they must have in order that they may 
understand why we must send across the water five and three- 
quarter millions more tons of food'this year than we sent 
last year. Your libraries are already equipped with much ma- 
terial on the subject of thoughtful economy and sensible thrift.

A Wonderful, Proved Experiment 


To THe CuHRIsTIAN Science Monitor: 


From the point of view of a home maker, in my twenties, 
prohibition is much more than a partial success, badly en- 
forced; it is a thrilling, wonderful, proved experiment. 

Recently my husband and 1 returned ‘thome after five 
years’ residence in Australia. Before I left I was some- 
what indifferent to the question of prohibition, since there 
had been little discussion and no consumption of alcoholic 
beverages, of any kind, in our home. We accepted the 
prohibition amendment as a very natural part of our 
lives, just as we expected and abided by traffic laws. And 
I had almost. forgotten my childhood impressions of the 
pre-prohibition era. 

However, upon our arrival in Australia I came face to 
face with the liquor problem. I saw many pitiful and 


conditions due entirely to lack of prohibition, 


-body else’s business, 


and I became a very earnest prohibitionist. Australia is 
a most beautiful country—charming, individual—and it 
seemed all wrong for the weaker ones to be sacrificed in 
the name of freedom. 

There are many, many Australians who think so, too, 
and even though the newspapers are bitterly opposed to 
prohibition (since nearly half the advertising is bought 
by distillers and brewers), the last referendum on pro- 
hibition in New South Wales showed a greatly increased 
number voted in favor of it. 

Bootlegging, poison liquor, speakeasies and all their 
accompaniments flourished regardless of the accessibility 
or regulations of public houses (saloons). One has only 
to go abroad, anywhere in the world, to realize how mis- 
taken he is in believing prohibition is a failure in the 
United States.
